Once more the inhabitants of the earth were 
presented before me; and again everything was in the 
utmost confusion.

Other nations 
were engaged in this war and confusion. War caused 
famine. Want and bloodshed caused pestilence. And then 
men's hearts failed tnem for fear, " and for looking 
after those things which are comi ng on the earth ."

The rays of the setting sun 
light up the snowy whiteness of its marble walls, and 
gleam from golden gate and tower and pinnacle. "The 
perfection of beauty" it stands, the pride of the Jew¬ 
ish nation .... 

He^wep^ for the doomed thousands of Jerusalem , — be- 

because of the (blindness) and C jmpeni tenet* ) of those whom 
he name to bl ess and save.... 

HadC jsraej ^as a nation preserved her allegiance to 
Heaven, Jerusalem would have stood forever, the elect 
metropolis of God. But the(lilstor^ ) of that favored 
people was a record of^acksliBinqyand^ebelirofly They 
had resisted Heaven 1 sfgracd^ abused their privileges, 
slighted their opportunities. 

Ami d forgetfulness and apostasy , God had dealt with 
<JsraeJ)as a loving father deals with a rebellious son, 
admonishing, warning, correcting , still saying in the 
tender anguish of a parnet's soul, How can I give thee 
up? When remonstrancei, entreaty, and rebuke had fail¬ 
ed, God sent to his people the best gift of Heaven; 
nay, he poured out to them all Heaven in that one 
gift.... _ 

But <Js rae J> had turned from her best friend and only 
<T jelper > The pleadings of his love had been despised, 
his counsels spur ned, his warnings ridiculed. 

The^ hour of (grace?) and reprieve was fast passing ; 

the (cup) of God' s lo ng-deferred< wratj j>was almost full. 

The clSud of <wratfj> that had been gathering through 
ages of apostasy and rebellion, was about to burst up- 
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on a guilty people , and He who alone could save them 
from their impending fate had been slighted, abused, 
rejected, and was soon to be c rucifi ed. When Christ 
should hang on Calvary's cross, (I srael^) d ay as a< natio n> 
favored and blessed of God woulahe cendec£> The loss of 
even one soul is a calamity in comparison with which 
the gain of a world sinks into ins ign ificance; but as 
Christ l ooked upon Jerusalem, the (doom) of a whole (cit)7), 
a wholeCnation}) was before him ; that city, that nation 
which had once been the chosen of God ,— his peculiar 
treasure. _ 

Prophets had wept over the apostasy of Qsraet> 
Jeremiah wished that his eyes were a fountain of tears, 
that he might "weep day and night for the slain of the 
daughter of his people ." What, then, was the grief of 
Him whose propheticlglance tookir^njiLyears, but ages? 
He beholds the (destroying) angel <fioverinq) over the an¬ 
cient flnetropoliiy) of patriarchs and prophets .... 

He looks down the ages , and sees the covenant peo- 
ple (scattered) in every land, like wrecks on a desert 
shore. He sees in the temporal retribution about to 
fall upon h er ch ildren, but the first draught from 
that cup of( $ratf j>whi ch at the final Judgment she must 
drain to irs gregs.< t)ivinj £>pity , yearning love, finds 
utterance in the mo urn'fu~T words: "0 Jerusalem, Jeru¬ 
salem, thou that (T ellies ^) the prophets, and stonest 
t hem wh ich are sent unttD thee , how often would I gav e 
^jatherecJ) thy children together, even as a hen ^gather^ 
jetff) her chickens under her wings^and ye would not." 
Matt. 23:37. Oh that thou, a Cftatiog ) fav ored above 
every other, hadst known the (timg) of thy <yisitation p> 
and the things that belong unCo thy peace! I have 
stayed the angel of justice, I have called thee to re¬ 
pentance, but all in ffain ) It is not merely servants, 
delegates, and prophets, whom thou hast refused and 
rejected, byk_±he_jtoly One of<lsraeI^ thy Redeemer. If 
thou art ^es troyee^ thou art^ alone ^responsible. Ye 
will not( comg )to me that ye might have life." 

Christ saw in Jerusalem a symbol of a world harden¬ 
ed in unbelief and rebellion , and rushing on to meet 
the retributive judgments of God .... 

But he knew that even his hand might not turn back 
the incoming t ide of human woe; ^few)would seek their 
only source of^nelp^... _ 

Jesus, 1nokjngTttown to the (fast) generation, saw the 
world inclosed in a (’deceptive?) similar to that which 
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caused the destruction of Jerusalem. The great sin of 
the Jews was their rejection of Christ ; the great sin 

of the Christian world wou ld be their rejection of the 
f!aw)of God, theCfounda tioTfrof his governments in Hea- 
ven and earth. The precepts of Jehovah would be de¬ 
spised and set at naught. Millions in bondage to sin, 
slaves of Satan, doomed to suffer the secon d death, 
would refuse to listen to the words ofCtrutjj>in their 
day of visitation . Terrible(blindnessj P strange infatu¬ 
ation !... 

The future was mercifully veiled from the discip¬ 
les. Had they at that time fully comprehended the two 
awful facts,—the Redeemer's suffer ings a nd death and 
the destruction of their city and <£ emple })-- they would 
have been paralyzed with horror . Chris t:pres ented be¬ 
fore them an outlie of the prominent ( events ) to tran¬ 
spire before the close of time. His words were not 
fully understood; but their meaning was to be unfolded 
as his people should need the instruction therein 
given. The prophecy which with he uttered was twofold 
in its meaning: while foreshadowing the d estruction of 
Jerusalem , it prefigured also the ^terrors) of the last 
great day . 

Jes us declared to the listen ing di ^sciples the( judg^ >

them for their rejection and crucifixion of the Messiah. 
Unmistakable <signg> would precede the awful climax. The 
dreaded hour would come suddenly and swiftly. And the 
Savi our warne d his f ollowers: "When ye therefore shall see 
the <|>5ominaticjrfr of( cfesolatioQ } spoken of by Daniel the 
prophet, stand in the holy place (whoso readeth let him 
understand), then let them which be in Judea (flee) into the 
mountains ." Matt. 24:3. When the idolatrous (standard^)of 
Ure Romans should be set up in the holy ground , whilch ex¬ 
tended some furlongs outside the city wall s, th en the 
followers of Christ were to find safety in< fliqh£ ) When 
the warning (gign)should be seen , judgment was to follow 
so quickly that those who would escape must make no 
delay. 

But Christ had said, "Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my words sh all n ot pass away." Matt. 24:33. 
Becuase of her sins ,< (wratfi ))had been denounced against 
Jerusalem, and her stubborn unbelief rendered her doom 
certain . 

The Lord had declared by the prophet Micah: "Hear 
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and <perverp all equity . They built up Zion with blood, 
and Jerusalem with inquity. The heads thereof judge 
for reward, and the priests therof teach of hire, and 
the prophets thereof divine for money; yet will they 
lean upon the Lord, and say, Is not the Lord among us?

transgressing (all jits principles . They hated Christ be- 
cause his purity and holiness revealed their iniquity;

Though they knew him to be sinless, they 
had declared that his death was necessary to their 
safety as a nation. "If we let him thus alone," said 
the Jewish leaders , "all men will believe on him; and 
the Romans shall come and take away both our place and 
nation." John 11:48. If Christ we re sac rificed, they 
might once m ore become a strong,^ tiniteB^ people. Thus 
they (feasonecl) and they concurred in the decision of 
their high priest , that it would be better for one man 
to die than for the whole nation to perish. 

Thu s had the Jewish lead ers '| built up Zion with 
[ blood ^) and Jerusalem with iniquity) ." A nd yet , while 
they slew their Saviour because he (feprove^ ) their 
sins such was their (gel^Xriqhteousnesg) that they re- 
qarded~themselves as God'sQ~avored^>people , and<f xpecE ^ 
ecQthe Lord to deliver them from their enemies ."Theie- 
fore," continued the prophet, "shall Zion for your 
sake be plowed as a field , and Jeru salem shall become 
heaps , and the mountains of the C housg ]]> as the high 
places of the forest." Micah 3:12.... 

The parable of the unfrui tful tree represented 
God's dealings with the Jewish (n ation ?) The command had 
gone forth. "Cut it down; why cumbereth it the ground?" 
Luke 13:7. but divine mercy had spared it yet a little 
longer . There were still many among the (Jews) who were 
ignorant of the character and the work of Christ. And 
the children had not enjoyed the opportunities or re¬ 
ceived the light which their parents had spurned. 
Through the preaching of the apostles and th eir assoc- 
iates, God would cause ( iigh ^ to shine upon ( them ;) they 
could see how prophecy had been fulfilled, not only in 
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the birth and life of Christ, but in his death and 
resurrection. The children were not condemned for the 
sins of the parents, (Gut) when, with a knowledge of all 
the light given to their parents, the children reject¬ 
ed the additional light granted to themselves, they 
became partakers of the parents' sins, and filled up 
the measure of their iniquity. 

The long-suffering of God toward Jerusalem, only 
confirmed the (Jews) in their stubborn impenitence. In 
their hatred and cruelty toward the disciples of Jesus , 
they rejected the( last ) offer of ( mere st Then God with¬ 
drew his protection from them, and removed his re¬ 
straining power from Satan and his angels, and the 
<nation>was (left) to the^ontroQof the leader she ha~d 
chosen. Her children had spurned theCciracej >of Christ, 
which would have enabled them toC ^subdue^the ir evil ^im-^ ) 
^pulses^ and now these became the ^onquerof§i Satan a- 
roused the fiercest and mo st debased fljassion^ 0 f the 
soul. Men did not <feasonl> they were beyond reason,— 
controlled by impulse and CblincD(rage) They became 
Satanic in their cruelty. In the family and in the 
<fiationJ) alike among the highest and the lowest class¬ 
es, tKere was suspicion , envy , hatred , strife , rebell- 
ion, murder. There was no safety anywhere. Frie nds and 
kindred betrayed one another. Parent s CslevT> th eir 
children, and children their parents. The(rulers^of 
the people had no power to(ruTe)themselves , Uhcoitrolled 
(passion^) made them< (tyrants) The plewf) had accepted false 
testimony to condemn the innocent Son of God. Now false 
accusations made their own lives uncertain . By their 
act ions they had long been saying, "Cause the Holy One 
ofcjsraejjto cease from before us." Isa. 30:11. Now their 
desire was granted. The fear of Go d no l onger disturbed 
them. CSqtap^ was at the(1iea3) df ; :the< natiq^ and the high¬ 
est civil and religious authorities were under his sway . 

The leaders of the opposing factions at times unit- 
ed to plunder and torture their wretched victims, and 
again they fel l upo n each other's forces, and slaught¬ 
ered without C jnercy ^ Even the sanctity of the (temple) 
could not restrain their horrible ferocity? TKe 
worship ers were stricken down before the altar, and 
the <|janctuar^) was pollut ed w ith the bo d ies of the 
slair^Te C'Tn their <EJTnB> andC S.asphemou§ X presumptiq g> 
the instigators of this hellish work publicly declared 
that they had no fear that Jerusalem would be destroy- 
ede, for it was God's own city . To establish their 
firmly, they< l)ribed ) false prophets to pro- 
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c laim, even when Roman legions were besieging the 
that the people were to wait for deliverance 
frBnTCod. To the (las£) multitudes held fast to the be¬ 
lief that the Most High would interpose for the defeat 
of their adversaries . But CtsraeJ) had spurned the di- 
vine protection, and now she had no defense^ Unhappy 
Jerusalem! rent by internal dissensions, theC blocH P of 
her children, slain by one another's hands, crimsoning 
her streets, while alien armies beat down her fortifi¬ 
cations and slew her men of war! 

(filj) the predictions given by Christ concerning_the 
destruction of Jerusalem were fulfilled to the< letteP ) 
The (Jews) experien ced t he truth of his words of warn¬ 
ing, " With what (pleasure^) ye mete, it shall be measured 
to you again." 

Signs and w onders appeared, foreboding disasterand 
doom. A< £omeI > resembling a flaming sword, for a( jea? ) 
hung over the c ity. An unnatural light was seen hover¬ 
ing over the C ^empjg i Upon the clouds were pictured 
chariots mustering for battle. Mysterious voices in 
the< Temple > court uttered the warning words, " Let us 
depart hence." The eastern gate of the inner court, 
which was of brass, and so heavy that it was with 
difficulty shut by a score of men, and having bolts 
fastened deep into the firm pavement, was seen at 
(midnigh^to be opened of its own accord. 

V Forseven years a man continued to g o up and down 
the streets of Jerusalem, declaring the fwoes^ that were 
to come upon the city. By day and by n ight he chanted 
the wild dirge, "A voice from t he (gas^ a voice from 
the (tiesp; a voic e from the (four)(^ind^) ; a voi ce against 
Jerusal em and the Cfemplg) ; a voice against the (bridegroom) 
snd the< 15ride > and a voice against all the people." This 
strange being was imprisoned and scourged; but no com¬ 
plaint escaped his lips. To insu lt a nd abuse he answered 
only, CWog> to Jerusalem! (wool <wo^> to the inhabit ants 
thereof!" His warning cry ceased not until he was C§laij> 
in the siege he had foretold . 

Not one (Qhristiarp perished in the destruction of 
Jerusalem. Christ"Rad given his disciples warning, and 
all who believed his words watched for the promised 
(sign) After the Romans had surrounded the city, they 
unexpectedly withdrew their forces, at a time when 
everything seemed favorable for an im mediat e attack. 
In the providence of God the promised<signapwas thus 
given to the waiting Christians, and without a moment s 
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delay they(Tled)to a place of safety,—the refuge city 
Pella, in the Land of Perea, beyond Jordan. 

Terrible were the calamities which fell upon 
Jerusalem in the siege of the city by Titus. The last 
desperate as sault was made at the time of the pass- 
over, when (jnilliong) of Jews had assembled within its 
walls to celebratethe national festival. Their stores 
of provision, which if carefully preserved would have 
been sufficient to supply the inhabitants for years , 
had previously been destroyed through the jealousy and 
revenge of the contending factions, and now all the 
horrors of starvation were experienced. A measure of 
Cwhea~E> was sold for a talent . Great numbers of the 
people would steal out at night, to appease their 
hunger by devouring herbs and wild plants growing out¬ 
side the city walls, though they were often detected, 
and punished with torture and death . Some would gnaw 
the leather on their shields and sandals. The most in¬ 
human tortures were inflicted by those in power to 
force from the want-stricken people the last scanty 
supplies which they might have concealed. And these 
cruelties were not infrequently practiced by men who 
were themselves well fed , and who were merely desirous 
of laying up a store of prov ision for t he future . 

Thousands perished from<faming>and<f5estilencg> Nat¬ 
ural affection seemed to have been utterly destroyed. 
Children would be seen snatching the food from the 
mouths of their aged parents. The question of the pro¬ 
phet, "Can a woman forget her sucking child?" Isa. 
49:15. received the answer within the walls of that 
doomed city, "The hands of the pitiful women have sod¬ 
den their own children; they were their meat in the 
destruction of the daughter of my people." Lam. 4:10. 

The Roman leaders endeavored to strike terror to 
the Qewj^ and thus cause them to surrender. Those pri¬ 
soners who resisted when taken, were scourged, tortur¬ 
ed, and C crucifiej E* before the wall of the city. 
Hundreds were daily put to death in this manner, and 
the dreadful work c ontinu ed until, along the valley of 
^Jehoshapha^and at^alvarfo crosses were erected in so 
great numbers that there was scarcely room to move 
among them . So terribly was fulfilled t he pro fane pray¬ 
er unttered forty years before, " HisC blood ])be on us, 
and on our children." Matt. 27:25.... 

- The (3ew^) had rejected the entreaties of the Son of 

God', and now expostulation and entreaty only made them

more determined to resist to the last . In vain were 
the efforts of Titus to save the C templ f^ One greater 
than he had declared that not one stone was to be left 
upon an other . 

TheQjlind^obstinacy of the Jewish leaders , and the 
detestable crimes perpetrated within the besieged 
city, excited the horror and indignati^njaf_the Romans, 
and Titus at last decided to take the^ temple ^by storm. 
He determined, however, that if possible it should be 
saved from destruction. But his commands were disre¬ 
garded. After he had reti red at night to his tent, the 
(3ew§^ sallying from theCtemple^) attacked the soldiers 
without. In the struggle, a firebrand was flung by a 
soldier through an opening in the porch, and immedi¬ 
ately the chambers about the holy house were in a 
blaze. Titus rushed to the place, followed by his gen¬ 
erals and legionaries, and commanded the soldiers to 
quench the flames. His words were unheeded. In their 
fury the soldiers hu rled b lazing brands into the cham¬ 
bers adjoining the <^ emple }> and then with their swords 
they slaughtered in great numbers those who had found 
shelter there . Blood flowed down the Q:emplC >steps like 
water. Thousands upon thousands of (Jews) perished. 
Above the sound of battle were heard voices shouting, 
"Ichabod!"— the glory is(9epartecfo 

The ( firg ) had not reached the holyC Tiouse ^itself when 
Titus entered, and, beholding its unsurpassed splend¬ 
or, he was impelled to a last effort for its preserv¬ 
ation. B ut in his very presence, a soldier thrust a 
liqhtedC jtorch ^between the hinges of the door, and in 
an instant the flames burst out within the sanctuary. 
As the red glare revealed the walls of the holy 
places, glittering with gold, a frenzy seized the 
soldiers. Goaded on by a desire for plunder, and fill¬ 
ed with rage by the resistance of the Qe ws^) they were 
beyond ontrol . 

The lofty and mas sive s tructu res t hat had crowned 
Mount Moriah were inC flames > TheC tempj^ >towers sent up 
columns of ( fir§ ) and smoke. As the lurid tide rolled 
on, devouring everything bef ore it . the whole summit 
of the hill blazed like a (v olcano ^ Mingled with the 
roar of the ( firq ^ the shoutsot tine soldiers, and the 
crash of falling buildings, were heard t he fra ntic. 
heart- rending cries of old and young, ( jjriestg) and 
<rulers^> The very jnountains seemed to give back the 
echo. The awful< jlare ^of the conflagration lighted up 
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the surrounding country, and the people gathered upon 
the hills, and gazed in terror upon the scene.... 

Both the city and the temple were razed to their 
foundations, and the ground upon which the holy hous e 
had stood was " plowed as a field ." More than a(jn illiq rfr 
of the people were k^jlaughterefjp the survivors were 
carried away as captives, sola as<^slave^ dragged to 
Rome to grace the conqueror's triumph, thrown to wild 
beasts in the amphitheaters, or scattered as homeless 
wandere rs t hroughout the earth. 

The Qewg) had forged their own fetters; they had 
loaded for themselves the cloud of ven geance . In the 
utter destruction that befell them as a(natim) and in 
all the woes that followed them in their dispersion, 
they were but reaping the harvest which their own 
hands had sown. Their sufferings are often represented 
as a punishment visited upon them by the direct decree 
of God. This is a device by which the great deceiver 
seeks to conceal his own work. By stibborn rejection 
of divine love and mercy, the Qew§) had caused the pro¬ 
tection of God to be withdrawn from them, and Satan 
was permitted to rule them according to his will . The 
horrible cruelties enacted in the destruction of Jeru¬ 
salem are a demonstration of Satan's vindictive power 
over them who yield to his^ontrol^ 

We cannot know how much we owe to Christ for the 


peace and protection which we enjoy. It is the re¬ 
straining power of Go d that prevents mankind from 
passing fully underithe^controI>of Satan. The (gisobedj^ 


andCynthankfup have great reason for gratitude for 
long-suffering in holding in check the 
alignanfo power of the evil one. But when men
